Our troops landed simultaneously in 
Holtz and Massacre Bays and 
2 mm north and south to storm the ridge which runs along 
I + the neck. On this ridge the Japanese had their main de- 
| fensive positions protecting Attu. 

Our troops seem to have captured the ridge and are 
| now fighting for the last pass which opens the way to a 
| descent on the village of Attu and the enemy installations 

there. 
5 While land troops are fighting to cut off the Attu 
} promontory, our fliers and warships hover off Chichagof 
Bay and whenever the weather permits blast the enemy 
4 at Attu. 

The fighting is of a difficult character thanks to the 
bleak and rocky surroundings, but our men are doing 
well, showing good preliminary training carefully carried 
out in Alaska for this very contingency. 
. As echoing the battle of Attu, almost on the same 
longitude, but thousands of miles to the south, our bomb- 
ers have blasted the Japanese on Wake Island. Only 22 
Japanese fighters rose to intercept and two or three were 
shot down. This operation of ours, however, should not 
be construed as the beginning of an attempt to recapture. 
I Wake. Such an attempt would be too hazardous because 

ot the immense emptiness of water between Midway and 
Wake, with no possible air bases for us along that 1,200 
mile stretch.
